A Thundersterm Detector 


A device by which the approach of 
suinmer. thunderstorms can be de- 
tected hours before the first cloud 
appears in the sky Has been perfected 
by a New York electric power com- 
pany. The company needed  some- 
thing of the sort, for on the arrival 
of a storm there are always increas- 
ed demands for electricity in a city, 
and the central station must be pre- 
pared in advance. The storm detec- 
| tor is a wircless mechanisin, which 
‘is affected* by the electric disturbance 
going far in advance of the thunder- 
'storm itself. The warning signal is 
given by an ordinary electric bell. 
When the storm is several hours off 
the bell begins to’ ring at intervals, 
and as thundesclouds approach © it 
|gives off a continuous peal.—Belle- 
| ville Intelligencer.

Frobably 60 per cent. of the total 
deposits of the Dominion are to be 
found within the boundaries of the

They did not understand. the new 
meaning of. the. democratic 
The rise of the distinguished French- 
man, General Joffre, is a  conspicu- 
ous example of the working of the 
French system. There is no greater 
bulwark to a democracy than an 
army that is made up of the entire 
pepulation and where privileges 
{both privates and officers are earned. 
France was never so_ safetly demo- 
cratic as today after nearly three 
ycars of war.

Feeding Frozen Wheat 


Interesting Experiment Carried on 
By GH Hutton at Lacombe 


Karly in December last, two cars 
of cattle were put on feed at Lacombe 
one group being fed a ration of frost- 
ed wheat and the second lot receiving 
oats and barley in equal parts. Each 
group received the same weight of 
well ground grain and had access to 
the same class of roughage during 
the entire feeding period. It is in- 
teresting to note that wheat which 
was quite badly frozen produced 
greater gains than were made by the 
groups receiving oats and barley. No 
ill effects resulted from the feeding 
of frosted wheat. Some feeders pre- 
dicted that. this ration would cause 
excessive scouring but such was not 


the result as the:groups were in’ 

equally ‘good condition throughout 

the test. Had the steers been of 

equal weight at the beginning of the 

experiment, an increased profit in 

favor of trostcd wheat of $3.38 per 
head would have been shown.

munity—Convincing . Statistics 


In a recent speech to the Canadian 
Credit Men’s Association, at Winnt- 
-peg, Mayor R. 'D. Waugh gave some 
very interesting statistics showing 
the deterioration of Winnipeg as a 
manufacturing centre. No one can 
accuse Mayor Waugh of ‘being an 
exponent of protection or interested 
in manufacturing enterprise; he simp- 
ly spoke as the civic head of the 
greatest city in Western Canada—and 
as a business man who analyses a 
source of economic loss to his com- 
munity. 

The mayor stated he’ caletit be too 
optimistic, yet he ventured the opin- 
fon that we in this favored land of 
Western Canada had passed through 
the critical period in the great econo- 
mic crisis which the world is experi- 
encing. He trusted that this period 
in our history would be the beginning 
of a new era of sane productive -de- 
velopment of our great natural re- 
sources and possibilities.

WAREHOUSE FACTORY, 
“WHICH SHALL IT BE ? 


Every Western City and Town In 
terested In This Question—Develop- 
ment of Communities 


“Country Life in Canada,” a farm 
journal published in Winnipeg, had an 
interesting article in-a recent issue 
under the above heading. We quote 
the first three paragraphs which serve
